Likes America 


CofC Speaker Cautious 
About Carter’s Actions

“Hopeful” was the most optimistic 
term used by William Murchison in 
discussing his evaluation of the Carter 
administration during an address 
before a sparse crowd at the bi­ 
monthly Plano Chamber of Com­ 
merce luncheon Wednesday at Willow 
Bend. 
Murchison, editorial writer for the 
Dallas Morning News, apologized 
several times for sounding less than 
optimistic in his view of what to ex­ 
pect from Washington for the next 
four years. However, in his view, 
there are but three “bright spots” at 
this time—possible deregulation of 
natural gas prices and a slight 
relaxation of government business 
regulations, along with what may be a 
slow and silent death for the proposed 
common situs picketing bill. 
“ I look for decontrol of natural gas 
prices, but probably only for a five- 
year period, or with a price ceiling, or 
both,” Murchison told the audience 
He went on to predict tax in­ 
centives—or penalties—designed to 
cause midwest and eastern businesses 
to switch from natural gas to coal as a 
prim ary 
energy 
source; 
a 
“prohibitive” tax on large autos, or a 
tax credit for the purchase of a small 
car, or both, and the possibility of 


penalties on homeowner utility bills 
for a lack of adequate insulation. 
“Will it do any good,” Murchison 
asked. “Deregulation will and some of 
the conservation measure will help, 
but 
it 
won’t 
solve 
the 
energy 
problem.” 
In discussing labor legislation, 
Murchison said that “this is the year 
for labor’s big push for power.” 
He pointed out that the AFL-CIO is 
seeking—for example—common situs 
picketing, repeal of right to work laws 
and an increase in the minimum 
wage. Murchison also explained that 
since labor was one of Carter’s 
biggest backers during the election, 
he will feel obligated to push for their 
proposals. 
"However, my best spies in 
Washington say that Carter would 
rather have vinegar in his grits, than 
see a common situs bill on his desk,” 
Murchison revealed. “So hopefully 
the Administration will take at least a 
hesitant stand on that proposal.” 


Murchison claims that Carter faces 
two major challenges during his term 
of office—one official and the other 
“unofficial.” 
The official challenge, says Mur­ 
chison, comes from the AFL-CIO, 
which has told Carter his primary 
effort should be the reduction of 
unemployment. 
The 
unofficial 
challenge is “to hold down, if not halt 
the rate of inflation.” 
“Inflation is rightly called the 
cruelest tax because it’s invisible,” he 
commented. “But there’s no one 
group pushing to control the inflation 
rate like the AFL-CIO is pushing for 
the reduction of unemployment.” 
Murchison’s bleakest outlook was 
reserved for the economic picture, 
claiming that inflation can’t be solved 
as long as politics enter onto the 
economic scene. 


House Hopes 
To Complete 
Week’s Work 
I 


AUSTIN, Tex. (U PI)-T he Texas 
House hopes to complete work on two 
of the session’s most controversial 
bills —medical malpractice and coal 
slurry pipelines—before adjourning 
for the weekend. 
Both bills were tentatively ap­ 
proved earlier, and scheduled for final 
action today before the House ad­ 
journed for its weekend break. 
The representatives Wednesday 
gave preliminary 111-34 approval to 
the bill authorizing pipeline com­ 
panies to condemn a 50-foot wide strip 
of land across 600 miles of Texas for 
construction of a coal slurry pipeline 
to transport coal from Western states 
to the Texas Gulf Coast to generate 
electricity. 
Railroads bitterly opposed the 
proposal, and both sides of the issue 
actively 
lobbied 
lawm akers 
throughout the day in an effort to 
switch votes on the bill. 
But apparently few votes were 
changed. 
“ I don’t see it as a real fight bet­ 
ween the pipeline and the railroads,” 
argued Rep. 
John Wilson, D-La 
Grange. “A coal slurry pipeline will 
be a necessity in the future. Energy 
demands for the future are going to be 
considerably different in the future 
than they are today, and I believe a 
coal slurry pipeline is an alternative 
that ought to have a chance.” 


Youth Admit 
Alcohol Usage 


WASHINGTON UPI - A survey of fourth, fifth and sixth graders in unidentified 
West Coast schools indicates 45 per cent of the children consider themselves 
users of alcohol. 
The study, done for the Department of Health, Education and Welfare, said 
eight per cent of the children drink at least once a week. 
“By the fourth grade, the majority of students surveyed already had at least 
one experience with alcohol,” it said. “Nearly half the students surveyed 45 per 
cent considered themselves to be ongoing users of alcohol.” 
“Clearly, exposure of youth to alcohol occurs at an early age,” it said. 
The study concluded that much of the alcohol use reported by school-age 
children occurs within the family, a pattern that gives way to “friends” and 
“social occasions” for older youngsters. 
Tile findings were disclosed by HEW, but with little detail, at recent hearings in 
Congress on a budget for HEW’s National Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism. 
A copy of the study, made available to UPI by the institute, said it was done by 
Social Advocates for Youth, a private, nonprofit system of community centers 
based in San Francisco. 
It was conducted, with some community opposition, as part of a three-year 
grant from the institute. 
The survey was opposed in some cases on grounds fourth-grade children were 
too young to be surveyed or for fear it would encourage students to try alcohol. 
The researchers disagreed with this and other opposition but said participation in 
the survey was voluntary. 
One unnamed community that participated did so on the understanding that 
any report published about the findings would not identify the community. For 
this reason, fictitious names were given to the ll communities surveyed. 
According to the report, the three middle grades were chosen because “very 
little research has been done around alcohol use patterns among elementary-age 
school children.” 
Previous research has shown that alcohol use is “common” at the seventh- 
grade level, the study said.

Jury Panelists Dismissed 


FORT WORTH, Tex. (UPI)—A state district judge Wednesday dismissed IO 
prospective jurors from the capital murder trial of T. Cullen Davis for un­ 
disclosed reasons and without questioning the prospects. 
The action was announced after Judge Tom Cave spent several hours including 
all day Tuesday in his chambers with attorneys. Six jurors have been selected 
since Cave and attorneys began questioning prospects Feb. 24. Davis is accused 
of the shooting death last August of his stepdaughter, Andrea Wilton, 12, and the 
capital murder of Stan Farr, 31, who was living with Davis’ estranged wife, 
Priscilla. Davis also is accused of the attempted murders of Mrs. Davis and Gus 
Gavrel Jr., 22, a family friend.

Right-To-Die Proposal 
To Face House Action 


AUSTIN, Tex. (U PI)-T he Senate 
has passed and sent to the House a 
series of major bills, including one 
guaranteeing persons the right to die 
without being kept alive by machines 
against their will. 
The natural death bill passed 
Wednesday establishes a form in­ 
dividuals may sign if they do not want 
doctors to keep them alive artificially. 
Sen. Ray Farabee, D-Wichita Falls, 
said individuals had the right to refuse 
such treatment now as long as they 
were lucid, but needed a legal means 
of indicating their wishes to doctors in 
cases where they may be unconscious. 
The directive could be canceled at 
any time would expire automatically 
in five years if not renewed. At least 
two doctors would have to agree the 


patient’s case was terminal before 
ceasing life sustaining procedures. 
The bill would protect doctors who 
followed such a directive from being 
charged with aiding a suicide and 
prevent insurance companies from 
denying benefits to survivors. 
There was no debate before the 


Senate approved the bill 18-13. 
Tile Senate also passed bills to 
purchase up to $3 
million worth of 
coastal wetlands a year, impose 
stiffer sentences on criminals con­ 
victed of major offenses and more 
strict supervision of convicts after 
they are released.

“The way to control inflation is to 
cut federal spending.’ he asserted 
“You cannot cut inflation and have 
deficit government spending...it’s 
impossible The administration’s only 
gesture so far to control inflation is 
some timid jaw boning.” he added 
Murchison charged that President 
Carter's approach to .solving inflation 
has been ambiguous and misleading. 
“This can be called Carter’s waf­ 
fling,” he observed. 
“Unfortunately, this is the way 
things get done in economics,” he 
continued 
“ Anytime you involve 
politics in economics, you get a 
blurred, ill-defined policy. All groups 
have wants and Congress will try to 
fulfill them, and as a result, we have 
an incoherent economic policy,” he 
claimed. 
Hedging his prediction by saying 
there is a long list of inponderables to 
consider, Murchison said he sees the 
country headed for another round of 
severe inflation. 
“Unless there’s a reduction of in 
nation, we’re headed right back to 
wage-price controls,” 
he warned. 
“Wage-price controls do nothing but 
bottle up demand, and history shows 
that when the controls are taken off, 
demand shoots up and inflation along 
with it,” he explained. 
Summing up, Murchison called on 
businessmen to work harder for the 
free enterprise system, saying that it 
is the only way to get the country’s 
economy back on a sound basis. 
“The answer (to our country’s 
economic problems) will come from 
businessmen and will depend on how 
vigorous they support free enterprise. 
I’m hopeful," he concluded.

DEAR POLLY — I have just bought a used, but expen­ 
sive, cherry dining room set How and what should I use 
on the table to clean and polish it? The lady from whom 
I bought it used a couple of commercial products and I 
have used another to try and get the dirt and oil off But 
it still does not look right and there are dull and shiny 
spots Can I use soap and water to clean the drawers out 
and how do I clean the velvet in one drawer? — JUDY P 
DEAR JUDY — I would first try a furniture cleaner to 
try and remove any old build up of wax or polish. The 
doll spots may be places where the wax has been remov­ 
ed. After using such a cleaner according to directions 
you will have a clearer picture of the condition of the 
wood. If all the old wax and polish is removed the wood 
should all look the same. It may even need refinishing, 
but, if not, you can start using your favorite wax or 
polish. 
Unless the drawers are in a deplorable condition wip- 
ing out with a damp cloth should be all that is necessary. 
Use a brush attachment on your vacuum to clean the 
velvet lined drawer. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I have to shorten every garment I buy so I 
wrap the thread I ravel out of such hems around a small piece 
of cardboard (usually there is some sort of tag attached and I 
use that) and keep all these small cards with different colors 
of thread When I have to change the hem in anything I usually 
have the proper color of thread on hand due to this saving. It 
may take a bit to find the proper spot but most hems will ravel 
out and there is a surprising amount of thread and in rather 
long lengths 
With gift wrapping paper so expensive these days I save all 
from gifts I receive and iron with a cool iron so it 'looks almost 
new and can be used again — MRS. W D 
DEAR POLLY — When a big bag of potato chips is opened 
and all are not eaten, I fold the top over four times, attach a 
clothespin or two and the remaining chips stay fresh — MRS 
CW. 
DEAR POLLY — My water saver is to fill one side of the 
sink with soapy water and the other with clean hot water The 
washed dishes are dropped into the clear hot water to rinse 
rather than keeping the hot water running as we used to do 
I use a bottle washer to clean my coffee pot and a smaller 
one to clean the spout 
Those plastic containers that strawberries come in make 
great holders for air plants — KAREN

Has the quality of athletes in high school 
track programs improved over the past 50 
years? 
The immediate response to a question 
like that would normally be “ certainly” . 
However, there are a few individuals 
whose performances in high school track 
programs over 50 years ago equal the 
performances of today’s athletes 
For instance, the case of Carl Mantz. 
Carl Mantz is a 67-year old retired 
lawyer residing in Northwest Plano 
He was virtually a one-man track team 
for his high school alma mater, Audubon, 
Iowa 
Mantz was a member of the class of 1927 
and a captain of the track team. He was an 
all-around athlete competing in baseball, 
football, basketball and track. 
He was captain of the Audubon track 
team and his performances back in 1927 
would definitely benefit most high school 
track teams of today. 
The event he was most fond of was the 
pole vault. 
He used a green bamboo pole which was 
the standard pole of that era which is 
obviously long since obsolete. 
He held the record at Audubon High in 
the pole vault for over a quarter century 
with an 11-6 jump. He set the record in 1927 
and it stood until 1961. In 1961, the record 
was raised to 11-9 by Cal Parrott, who used 
a metal pole. 
His best height in the pole vault was 
achieved about 1920-1930 at 12-9 as a 
member of the Ohio State track team. The 
height of 12-9 will still place in most high 
school meets, wouldn’t be competitive in 
college meets, however, remember that 
the world record at the time was only 14-0. 
The form of a pole vaulter in the 20’s was 
much different than today’s. 
“ We had pits of sawdust and shavings 
with sand,” said Mantz “ We had to land 
on our feet. If you landed on your back like 
vaulters do today, you would break your 
back ” 
Mantz didn’t lay down his pole until 1961 
at the age of 56 He was clearing over 10-0 
at that time without benefit of a fiberglass 


pole. 
How far does Mantz think he could jump 
with a fiberglass pole in his high school 
days? 
“I think I could probably clear 14-6 to 15- 
0 if I had a fiberglass pole,” Mantz said. 
Bom in Canada, Mantz also excelled in 
the sprints. 
For instance - Mantz and a team mate at 
Audubon participated in the Iowa State 
DeMolay Meet just after graduating from 
high school in 1927. 
The twosome walked off with the third 
place trophy. Mantz personally accounted 
for 21 of the 25 points awarded the Audubon 
team. 
He took first place in the pole vault with 
an 11-0 effort, was also first in the IOO yard 
dash in 10.1 seconds and also took top 
honors in the 220 yard dash on a curved 
track with a 23.0 second timing. Compare 
those sprint times with today’s high school 
athletes and they are tough to improve on 
Mantz continued his activeness in 
athletics after his graduation from college. 
He could occasionally be found giving 
pointers to high 
school 
vaulters 
in 
Audubon and would often teach them by 
example. He didn’t lay the pole down until 
1961 with a 10-0 jump. 
A 10-0 jump for a 56-year old man might 
be a new one for the Gunness World Book 
of Records. 
His skill in track must have rubbed off 
on his other activities. 
The first time he rolled a bowling ball it 
was a strike. He was doing I V s off a 
diving tower as recent as 1973 until his 
stroke. Swimming, tennis and golf were 
other activities. 
As a lawyer, Mantz was a general 
practitioner and helped Byron “ Whizzer” 
White with his first pro football contract. 
For those who don’t know, White is a 
current Supreme Court Justice and still a 
good friend of Mantz’s. 
Mantz of 6533 Osage Trail is one of a 
vanishing breed - the all-around athlete 
Athletes today specialize in one area. 
Just like automobiles, they don’t build 
‘em like they used to.
